however, the burning of Churches and tho 
slying of missionaries and convorts have 
ngtln been resumed, to deep rogrot of tha 
Thone, An'oxamination into thg-cuusos of 
this roveula the fact that the hostility bo- 
tween tho masses and converts in due to tha 
inapability of tho authorities concermed 
innot properly settling disputes between’ 
theso two sections of tho Emporor'a 


[ subjects. From the. very first ono off f 


tho clausvs of the treaties sets forth that, 
60 Jong ng & Missionary in teuching the 
tonots of 43s faith, and the Chinese whe 
necoptihis teachings arc penceablo and 
tarabiding they must by no means be op. 
pod or interfered with. 

Turthermoro, that anything occurring 
within the proper jurisdiction of tho local 
oficials of « district and concerning a subs 
ject of the Throne such matter or matter 
nunit be dealt with by the authorities tin. 
molintely concerned, according to Chinese 
lav, Indeed, tho lines of duty incumbent 
upon Chinese officials could aot have been 
more clearly laid down than as they have 
been set forth in che treatios. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, Viceroys and Gov. 
ernors of provinces ave commanded to lose 
no line in selecting from the treaties mado 
between China und foreign countries. al! 
tho articles which have references to the 
subject of missionaries and their work in 
the Mimpire, and then having compiled said 
atticles to jsint them for distribution 
amongst all their subordinates holding 
within the jurisdiction of said 
Viceroy and Governors, 

‘tho recipients are lo bo told that they 
areexpectod te make a close and diligent 


ofico 


study of these special abstracts from thi’ 
treities, se that when they have any 
buniness with foreign missionaries they 
(the officials) may be able to act in 
strict accordance with the treaties. 
With regard to non-converts and con 
verti who are Chinese, thoy are all 
tho children and proper subjects of the 
Emperor and they aro all alike amenable 
to tho Inws of their native land. Those 
who break the laws of the country must 
suffor according to the laws of the country 
laid down for such cases. Thoso who enter 
upon litigation must go through the law 
courts in the usual manner, and all will bo 
treited according to law without any 
distinctions being mado as to who is o 
comert, or who is nota convert. Each 
man will be justly and impartially treated 
as the law commands, 

let there be no attempt on the part of 
the authorities dealing with such cases -to 
be improperly influenced towards one sido 
or the other. Let tho judgments given out 
in regard to them be so made that they 
will be joyfully recognized by all the 
Aitigiuts as impartial and accepted by us as 
just decisions, The provincial authoritios 
are further expected to issue proclama- 
tions from timo to timo reminding their 
subordinates and the people under them 
of their obligations, so that Christians 
an non-Christians may live peaceably and 
lawabidingly together and refrnin from 
opptessing one another or treating each 
othor with contumely.

* It is interesting to obsore how diroctly 
international compacts in Eastern Asin 
hinge upon thoso prineiplsof territorial 
integrity and tho open doorin China which 
Great Britain.frst proposed and the adop: 
tion of which by the powers the United 
States first seoved, says tho Now York 
Tribune.” Whun Sccretary Hay years ago, 
nfter much corréspondenco md diplomatio 
effort, obtained the formal adherence of the 


European powors to those principles there ; 


were many expressions of doubt concerning 
the practical eficioncy of tho arrangemont.

readily some powers might eubscribe toa 
benevolent doctrine, they would throw it 


[te the winds the moment selfish interest 


prescribed thnt course, Wo may to-day 
record with gratification that thus far the 
contrary has ken the cage, Despite what 
might be asauned to bo nlfish interests, 
the powers hare kept theirpledge, and tho 
Anglo-Japanes, the Franc-Japanese ani, 
now latest,.the Russo-Jepimeso treaties: 
have specifically confirmed (hut pledge. 

We may sty, indeed, tht reattirmution 
and confirmation thereof formed the chief 
purpose of the Russo-~Japmese trenty of 
duly 30th last. That instrunont is notably 
brief and direct in terms It comprises 
only two short articles, and’ ‘+ edual op- 
portunity," orlhe open door is the keynote 
ofeach, Tn the first articlotho tsvo power 
agree to respect the territorial integrity of 
each other, aut also their nights in Chins 
“xo far as thee aremot incompatible with 
the principle of equal opportunity.” In 
the second they specifically recognize 
and pledge themselves to uphold, by 
all peaceable means at their disposal, 
tho indepenesce und torrtorial integrity 
of China and the prindple of — equal 
opportunity in commerce and industry 
there for all nations. That marks # 
splendid slyvame from the dforts of recent 
years te xeure for sone one power a 
wonopoly of privilege ina large part of 
the Chines« Empire and is a splendid 
vindication of the consistent wud persixtent 
poliey of the United States 

It ix uratifving te be alle to add that, 
according to reports, in newly every pat 
ticular those principles me being leyally 
put into elfect. We hare already com- 
mented upon the opening of the great port 
of Tairen to tho world’s wmmerce and to 
tho establishment of the Chinese imperis! 
customs system along the Russian land 
frontier precisoly the same as at seaports, 
Indeed, only one thing now seems to be 
lucking for the assurance of ‘equal oppor 
tunity." ‘Chat is for Japan to join the other 
powers in guanteeing the protection of 
trade-marks in China. One of the greatest 
evils of Chines trade, andone from: which 
this country has suffered much, has leon 
the count erfoiting of trade-marks on foreign 
goods. Ther is no creditable reason for 
shielding tha-dishonest pnictice, and it ia 
not to be expedted that Japan. for the 
snke of gain toa few of theless serupulons 
of her trader, will continu to countenance 
it. The Chinese Empire isso large and its 
commercia) requirements sre so vast that, 
to paraphraw n familiar sying, there is 
profit enough for us all in trade with it 
without resorting lo any dishonest or un~ 
fair tricks.
